TO  THE  PRESIDENT  OP  THE  UNITERSITY 
SIR: 

I  have  the  honor  to  present  herewith  the  Thirty-second  Anniial 
Report  of  the  activities  of  the  University  Health  Service  covering  the 
period  of  July  1,  19^7f  to  June  30,  19^. 

The  year  has  been  a  most  active  one  for  the  Health  Service. 
The  demands  upon  it  have  far  exceeded  its  ability  to  meet  them  "because 
of  inability  to  fill  vacancies  on  its  Medical  Staff  although  sustained  ef* 
fort  has  been  made  to  procure  suitable  personnel  and  the  quest  continues* 

Nothing  is  so  needed  by  it  as  the  filling  of  vacancies  on  its 
staff  with  promising,  well-trained  physicians  between  30  and  ^5  years  of 
age  to  make  it  more  effective,  proficient,  and  progressive^  Vith  the 
present  shortage  of  doctors,  good  office  facilities,  a  thoroughly  modern 
health  program,  and  pleasant  living  conditions,  in  addition  to  the  pre« 
vailing  stipend,  are  essential  inducements  to  attract  well-qualified 
physicians. 

Students  made  355^01  visits  to  the  Health  Service,  employees 
5|891,  and  others  1,25S,  making  a  grand  total  of  ^2,950  calls  for  the 
year.   Complete  physical  examinations  were  given  to  6,299  students,  of 
that  number  statistics  have  been  compiled  on  ^,630  men  and  1,5^3  women; 
77  University  High  School  students;  1,397  Civil  Service  employees?  792 
Academic  staff  members;  and  817  prospective  participants  in  the  Retire- 
ment System;  a  grand  total  of  9»382  medical  examinations. 

SERVICES 
I*  University  Students 

There  were  19»09^  students  enrolled  in  the  University  at 
Champa ign-Urbana  during  the  academic  year  19^7-^8.  All  but  a  very  few 
of  these  called  at  the  Health  Service  one  or  more  times  during  the  year 


for  a  total  of  35»801  viBite,  or  an  average  of  1,S7  calls  per  student* 

The  average  call  rate  for  women  was  2.^>3;  for  men,  X.73«  A  total  of 

6,299  calls  were  made  ty   students  because  of  the  required  physical 

examination.

Of  the  SI7  prospective  participants  for  the  Retirement  System 
examinedf  '57  or  6. 98  por  cent  were  found  to  have  physical  or  mental  con- 
ditions which  would  make  them  "Risks  Not  Aeceptahle"  for  ^Standard  insur- 
ance on  life  or  endowment  plans  and  disability  coverage**  when  measured  by 
the  usual  yardsticks  of  insurance  underwriters*  The  reasons  for  this 
classification  are  given  below.

In  many  instances,  the  above  causes  for  rating  as  "Risk  Not 
Acceptable"  and  "Substandard  Risk"  are  not  only  the  reasons  for  declining 
to  insure,  or  only  at  greatly  increased  premiums,  but  are  of  such  gravity 
as  to  reduce  mental  alertness,  promote  emotional  instability,  and  de-* 
crease  physical  effectiveness.  They  make  their  victims  second  rate  human 
machines,  both  psychically  and  physically. 
IV^  Employees 

The  examination  of  Academic  employees  totaled  792.  Of  these, 
568  Were  men  and  22U  were  women.  The  classifications  were  as  follows; 
Men,  522  Standard  Risks;  36  Substandard  Risks;  and  10  Risks  Ifot 


Acceptable.  Women,  197  Standard  Risks;  23  Substandard  Risks;  and  k   Risks 
Not  Acceptable. 

During  the  year,  1,397  Nonacademic  Personnel  were  examined.  Of 
these,  627  were  men  and  770  were  women.  Nonacademic  employees  made  5*591 
visits  to  the  Health  Service  Station. 
V^  Student  and  Private  Pilots 

With  the  inauguration  of  instruction  in  flying  at  the  Univer- 
sity airfield,  the  Health  Service  was  req.uested  by  the  Director  of  the 
Institute  of  Aeronautics  to  examine  prospective  students  of  aviation  in 
accordance  with  the  requirement  of  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Administration. 
A  total  of  152  were  examined  of  whom  I3  were  women.

In  caring  for  students  and  employees,  lU,07^  laboratory  tests 
were  made;  9f655  at  the  Health  Service  Station,  and  ^,^19  by  the  State 
Branch  Laboratory  at  5^5  South  Fifth  Street,  Champaign,  Illinois.

laThen  new  students  take  their  physical  examinations,  a  brief 
summary  of  the  abnormal  findings,  if  any,  is  made  on  their  records. 
Subseq.uently,  they  are  recalled  for  conferences  concerning  the  defects 
discovered,  and  are  given  advice  regarding  such  correction  or  alleviation 
as  may  "be  possible.  This  very  important  phase  of  "follow-up"  has  been 
much  restricted  during  the  year  because  of  the  reduction  in  the  medical 
staff  of  the  Health  Service  and  great  increase  in  the  number  of  students, 
employees,  and  faculty  members  to  be  examined  as  required  by  University 
regulations. 

II.  Albuminuria 

A  total  of  43  new  students  examined  on  matriculation  in  19^7^^^ 
were  found  to  have  albuminuria.  Repeated  examinations  showed  the  condi- 
tion to  be  persistent  in  3  instances  and  transient  in  ^0. 


III.  Heart  Disease 

Of  the  6,173  students  on  which  statistics  were  compiled,  9^  or 
1,52  per  cent  were  found  to  have  cardiac  abnormalities.  These  have  "been 
kept  under  observation,  have  "been  repeatedly  examined,  and  have  "been 
excused  from  physical  education  where  the  condition  was  marked  or 
assigned  to  a  program  of  adapted  exercise  which  will  protect  them 
against  undue  strain. 
IV»  Tuberculosis 

During  the  year,  SOS  students  were  given  tuberc\ilin  tests,  of 
which  Us  or  23. OS  per  cent  were  positive.  The  percentage  of  positive 
reactors  is  about  what  should  be  expected  in  a  group  of  the  age, 
environmental  background,  and  composition  of  Illinois  students.  Those 
whp  reacted  positively  have  had  roentgenograms  of  their  chests  to  estab^ 
lish,  as  far  as  possible,  the  extent  and  nature  of  their  infection  and  to 
have  a  record  for  future  comparison. 

A  total  of  72  sedimentation  tests  were  made.  Of  these,  5^-  were 
normal  and  18  showed  some  degree  of  acceleration. 

Through  the  generous  help  and  cooperation  of  the  Division  of 
Tuberculosis  Control  of  the  Department  of  Public  Health,  a  total  of  8,55^ 
roentgenograms  of  the  chests  of  members  of  the  University  population  was 
made  during  19^7-^8.   (See  Table  IV.)

Mental  Hygiene 

"The  academic  year,  19^7-*19^S,  was  the  second  year  a  full-time 
psychiatrist  was  attached  to  the  Health  Service  Staff.  The  demand  for 
psychiatric  services  continued  to  grow.  With  the  pressure  of  work  and 
the  lack  of  a  secretary,  statistics  of  referrals  and  contacts  have  not 
"been  kept. 

"During  the  course  of  the  year,  there  have  "been  a  number  of 
instances  of  psychoses  in  students  and  staff  members.  Such  problems 
have  come  to  the  attention  of  the  psychiatrist  about  once  or  twice  a 
month  and  have  usually  been  treated  by  hospitalization  in  a  mental  hos- 
pital.  In  instances  where  hospitalization  was  indicated,  and  the  patient 
was  unwilling  to  accept  such  hospitalization,  the  relatives  of  the 
patient  were  contacted  and  the  responsibility  placed  upon  them.  The 
only  exception  to  this  rule  was  a  student  without  known  surviving  rela- 
tives who  developed  a  recurrence  of  a  paranoid  schizophrenia  and  who  was 
hospitalized  in  a  state  hospital  at  the  initiative  of  the  University. 

''Most  of  the  work  of  the  psychiatrist  has  been  with  patients 
showing  psychoneurotic  symptoms.  The  prominence  of  combat  experiences 
as  a  cause  of  psychoneurotic  symptoms  and  emotional  disturbances  in  re- 
turning veterans  has  continued  to  decline.  The  symptoms  and  problems 
have  shown  enormous  Variety,  The  largest  single  cause  and  area  has  been 
that  related  to  academic  strain.  This  strain  has  appeared  most  conspicu- 
ous among  students  who  from  an  early  age  have  adapted  well  to  school, 
especially  those  who  have  achieved  status  and  recognition  in  the  family 
in  childhood  through  school  success  and  who  haVe  found  themselves  moving 
into  an  area  of  increasing  academic  selectivity  which  has  fostered  ixi- 
creasing  academic  competitiveness.  One  gains  the  impression  that  among 
the  undergraduates  the  problem  of  academic  strain  is  probably  greatest 
among  freshmen  during  the  period  of  adaptation  and  selection  which  in- 
evitably goes  on.  However,  the  problem  appears  to  reach  its  maximum  in 
the  graduate  level,  particularly  among  candidates  for  the  doctorate 
degree  in  departments  where  the  number  of  those  desiring  graduate  train- 
ing substantially  exceeds  the  training  facilities,  and  the  high  level  of 
academic  selectivity  contributes  to  a  high  level  of  academic  competitive- 
ness.

"Problems  of  psychoneurotic  illness  and  of  maladjustment  in 
college  students  coming  to  the  attention  of  the  University  psychiatrist 
generally  have  their  roots  in  earlier  life,  "but  have  often  "been  intensi- 
fied "by  strains  re-experienced  in,  or  even  peculiar  to,  the  University 
settiiig*  Some  problems,  particularly  those  relating  to  the  attainment 
of  adult  sexual  identifications  or  a  more  independent  and  mature  relation 
to  the  world,  represent  the  intensification  at  the  threshold  of  maturity 
of  tendencies  long  present  but  heretofore  not  a  problem.  The  college  age 
and  the  college  experience  represent  on  the  whole  a  favorable  time  and 
setting  for  effective  therapy. 

•^Administrative  referrals  were  occasionally  made  by  the  Subcommit- 
tee on  Student  Discipline  by  deans  and  other  administrative  officers  of 
the  University,  by  the  office  of  Nonacademic  Personnel,  and  by  the  Uni- 
versity Retirement  System.   In  instances  where  a  report  to  the  University 
was  desired,  the  persons  coming  for  examination  understood  that  the 
examination  was  for  the  purpose  of  making  a  report.  The  generally  confi- 
dential character  of  the  relation  to  the  patient  has  been  carefully 
observed. 

"The  major  problem  during  the  year  has  been  to  stretch  the 
limited  resources  over  the  extensive  need.   It  was  not  possible  for  the 
University  psychiatrist  to  carry  for  treatment  contacts  all  cases  need- 
ing such  treatment.  An  initial  policy  of  carrying  all  cases  which  could 
not  be  appropriately  referred  had  to  be  abandoned  early  in  January, 

"Two  graduate  students  in  Social  Welfare  Administration  were 
given  a  field  work  placement  at  the  Health  Service  during  this  year, 
where  they  worked  with  selected  assigned  cases  under  the  supervision  of 
a  psychiatric  social  worker,  a  member  of  the  staff  of  the  Department  of 
Social  Welfare  Administration.  Two  other  students  under  the  supervision 
of  the  same  staff  member  were  added  later  in  the  year.  The  fact  was 
demonstrated  that  it  is  possible  constructively  to  use  selected  graduate 
students  in  Social  Welfare  Administration  working  under  supervision  with 
selected  cases* 

"Cases  of  veteran  students  were  in  numerous  instances  referred 
to  the  Veterans  Rehabilitation  Center  of  the  Illinois  Department  of 
Public  Welfare. 

"A  number  of  students  were  advised  to  seek  help  at  the  Student 
Personnel  Bureau.  This  advice  has  long  been  given  in  instances  in  which 
the  problem  centered  in  the  area  of  educational  or  vocational  guidance, 
and  in  which  the  student  was  not  made  ill  by  the  problem*  Beginning  in 
January  the  load  of  work  was  such  that  this  siaggestion  was  given  even 
though  treatment  under  the  responsibility  of  a  psychiatrist  seemed 
clearly  indicated.   In  March  the  treatment  resources  of  the  Health  Ser- 
vice were  increased  by  the  employment  of  a  part-time  psychiatric  social 
worker  on  an  hourly  basis. 

"The  conspicuous  need  of  the  mental  health  work  in  the  Health 
Service  is  a  larger  staff  and  a  secretary."

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VI.  Oral  Hygleae 

"Association  of  a  dentist  with  the  University  Health  Service 
wae  inaugurated  a'bout  I'ehruary  12,  19^g»  Curing  the  four  months  which 
remained  of  the  school  year,  numerous  mouths  of  students,  Staff  mem"bers, 
and  civil  service  employees  were  inspected  routinely  as  a  part  of  their 
required  medical  examination;  not  only  for  dental  caries,  "but  for  such 
conditions  as  Vincent's  infection,  pericoronal  infections  involving  the 
third  molars,  fistulas,  gingival  anomalies,  and  oral  manifestations  of 
vitamin  deficiencies,  etc.  Where  indicated,  instruction  of  the  student 
regarding  oral  hygiene  was  given.  Because  of  the  cosmopolitan  nature  of 
the  student  "body,  there  is  much  need  for  such  education.   In  addition  to 
care  of  the  teeth,  many  students  and  some  staff  memlsers  and  civil  ser- 
vice employees  were  instructed  in  the  proper  care  of  removat)le  dental 
appliances  which  they  happened  to  "be  wearing.   In  most  cases,  dentists 
placing  these  appliances  neglected  to  tell  the  wearers  anything  a'bout 
their  care. 

"Several  students  availed  themselves  of  consultation  privi- 
leges regarding  dental  pro'blems.  Most  of  these  problems  had  to  do  with 
whether  or  not  replacement  of  lost  teeth  was  advisable  and,  if  so,  what 
type  of  replacement  mi^t  "be  indicated.  Several  students  requested  in- 
formation regarding  orthodontic  treatment.  Many  students  who  needed 
dental  work  were  advised  as  to  whether  the  work  was  of  an  urgent  nature 
and  had  to  be  done  immediately  by  a  local  dentist  or  whether  they  could 
wait  until  such  time  as  their  home  dentist  could  do  the  work.   Students 
in  pain  were  assisted  in  obtaining  appointments  for  prompt  relief. 
Wherever  it  was  deemed  advisable,  students  were  referred  to  specialists 
for  treatment  or  consultation.   Such  minor  ailments  as  canker  sores  and 
hypersensitive  dentine  were  treated  at  the  Health  Station. 

"Since  |io  equipment  for  carrying  out  a  thorough  mouth  examina*- 
tion  Was  on  hahd*  mouth  examinations  were  made  binder  considerable  handi- 
cap. Recommendations  were  made  to  the  proper  authority  for  the  acquisi- 
tion of  a  dental  chair,  dental  unit  and  light,  mouth  mirror,  explorers, 
and  such  other  equipment  and  instruments  necessary  to  make  a  thorough 
oral  examination. 

"Fbr  the  short  time  the  dental  program  has  been  in  operation, 
there  is  ample  evidence  that  an  institution  with  a  student  body  as  large 
as  the  University  of  Illinois  should  include  dental  advice  to  students 
along  with  medical  advice  in  order  to  complete  a  Well-rounded  health 
program."

Occurrence  of  communicable  diseases  in  the  families  of  faculty 
members  and  civil  service  employees  was  reported  as  follovrs;  hS   cases 
of  measles,  19  of  mumps,  5  of  chickenpox,  and  1  each  of  bronchial  pneu- 
monia, infectious  mononucleosis,  malaria,  and  scarlet  fever, 

vaccihations  and  imcnizations 

Typhoid  fever  and  smallpox  vaccines  were  furnished  free  by  the 

State  Department  of  Health*  These  biologicals  were  used  to  immunize 

students,  employees,  and  others  who  wished  to  serve  food  on  University 

property.

!•  Military  Science  and  Physical  Education 
A.  Military  Classification 

During  the  year,  12g  men  were  excused  from  Military  perman- 
ently* and  ^6  temporarily. 

^«  physical  Education  Classification 

In  ISkj^kS,   15  men  and  U6  women  were  excused  from  regular 
physical  education  permanently,  and  52  mea  and  66  women  were  deferred 
temporarily.  Three  men  and  one  woman  were  transferred  to  regular  physi- 
cal education  as  the  result  of  their  improved  physical  condition;  I6 
women  and  Z^   men  dropped  regular  physical  education  to  take  prescribed 
exercise;  and  I6  students  changed  their  type  of  physical  education 

temporarily. 

Students  suffering  from  certain  forms  of  dermatitis,  sinusitis, 
infection  of  the  middle  ear,  or  perforation  of  the  eardrum  were  trans- 
ferred from  swimming  to  forms  of  exercise  less  likely  to  aggravate  their 
condition.  A  total  of  516  recommendations  were  made  to  change  students 
from  one  type  of  physical  education  to  another  or  for  modification  of 
the  exercise  they  were  taking. 

INSTRUCT  ION  IN  HYGIENE 

Compilation  of  the  results  of  1^832  questionnaires  filled  out 
•by  freshmen  registered  in  Hygiene  2  and  5  revealed  that  only  65  teachers 
dn  hygiene  in  high  schools  attended  by  those  students  gave  full-time 
instruction  in  health  education.  The  greater  percentage  taught  the  sub- 
ject as  a  "side  line".  The  state  of  Illinois  is  still  far  behind  in 
having  its  teaching  of  hygiene  and  sanitation  of  a  quality  comparable  to 
their  Importance  to  the  Individual-,  to  hi&  community,  and  to  the  state. 
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The  survey  (see  Appendix  H)  reveals,  furthermore,  that  students 
who  do  not  attend  college  do  not  receive  sufficient  training  in  high 
schools  in  personal  health,  nutrition,  sanitation,  the  control  of  cob>. 
municable  disease,  and  healthful  living  to  meet  intelligently  the  demands 
of  our  highly  complex  society.  The  seriousness  of  this  situation  ^e^ 
comes  apparent  when  we  recall  that  25  per  cent  of  IS^year^old  men  are 
rejected  for  general  military  service.  About  25  per  cent  of  those  gradu. 
ating  from  hi^  school  attend  institutions  of  higher  learning,  and  as 
science  can  only  \)e  applied  to  the  general  welfare  in  a  democracy  by 
support  of  the  people,  this  educational  deficiency  assumes  the  aspects 
of  a  menace  in  a  world  where  new  records  for  rapid  transportation  are 
•being  made  almost  weekly  and  world-wide  travel  is  commonplace. 
I*  Proficiency  Examinat  ion 

A  total  of  200  students  passed  the  proficiency  test  in  Hygiene 
and  received  credit  in  the  subject.  Their  distribution  by  colleges  is 
given  in  Table  VII4

In  cooperation  with  the  Director  of  the  University  Extension 
Service,  a  correspondence  course  in  hygiene  has  been  offered,  which  had 
an  irregular  registration  of  appro?cimately  ^0   students^  The  quality  of 
work  presented  "by  those  taking  it  is  most  satisfactory.  This  training 
should  tetter  prepare  them  to  protect  themselves  and  the if  families  and 
to  function  more  intelligently  as  citizens  interested  in  improving  living 
conditions  in  their  community. 

VI.  Hygiene  X25i  Extension  Course 

At  the  request  of  the  Dean  of  the  Division  of  University  Exten- 
sion, a  correspondence  course  on  Public  Health  Problems  has  been 
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initiated.  It  has  already  a  registration  of  9  students  and  the  type 
of  work  they  are  doing  is  highly  satisfactory* 

SANITATION 

Immediate  attention  has  TDeen  given  to  reports  Which  have  "been 
received  concerning  the  condition  of  University  food  distributing 
agencies,  swimming  p6ols,  and  water  supply.  All  of  these  have  heen  well 
supervised  hy  an  able  Sanitary  Engineer  and  maintained  at  a  high  level 
of  sanitation. 

FIRST  AID  CABINETS 

A  total  of  175  first-aid  cabinet s  are  being  maintained  in  the 
Various  buildings  on  the  campus.  They  are  much  used  and  are  visited 
weekly  or  twice  weekly^  depending  upon  their  location  and  use<  to  re- 
place supplies  as  needed. 

SPECIAL  SERVICE  AT  UNIVERSITY  EVENTS 

It  has  been  customary  for  a  number  of  years  for  members  of  the 
Health  Service  Staff  upon  request  to  attend  certain  University  functions 
in  order  to  render  emergency  medical  treatment  if  necessary.  This  ser- 
vice is  given  at  the  Physical  Education  Tournaments,  Farm  and  Home  Week 
Programs,  Commencement  Exercises,  and  certain  sports  events. 

In  cooperation  with  other  departments,  the  offices  of  the 
Health  Service  were  also  made  available  in  emergencies  to  guests  of  the 
University.   Its  facilities  were  offered  to  those  attending  Farm  and  Home 
Veek,  ^H  Club  Conventions,  and  short  courses  given  by  the  University* 

STATE  lABOEATORY  SERVICE 

Various  laboratory  services  were  given  to  students  and  civil 
service  employees  as  a  part  of  the  routine  work  6f  the  Health  Service. 
In  many  instances,  these  tests  were  essential  either  in  making  effective 
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the  regiilations  of  the  University  concerning  foodhandlers  or  in  diagnos- 
ing and  controlling  comniuni cable  disease.  Bacteriological  tests  (see 
Table  III)  were  ipade  by  the  Branch  Laboratory  of  the  State  Department  of 
Health  on  specimens  submitted  by  members  of  the  medical  staff  of  the 
Health  Service.   It  is  a  pleasure  to  acknowledge  our  indebtedness  to  it» 

REQUESTS  FOR  INroRl/IA.TION 

A  total  of  25  citizens  of  the  State  have  requested  information 
on  Various  aspects  of  public  health.  Requests  were  also  received  for 
reprints  of  articles  by  members  of  the  Department  and  for  copies  of  forms 
used  by  the  Health  Service.   Q;uestionnaires  from  numerous  sources  have 
been  many,  varied,  and  often  quite  comprehensive.  This  form  of  survey 
seems  to  be  increasing  in  popiilarity  and  in  the  demand  it  makes  upon  the 
time  of  those  individuals  requested  to  fill  it  out» 

THE  GENERA.L  PRA.C5T ITIONER  Al©  THE  HEALTH  SERVICE 

The  Medical  Staff  of  the  Health  Service  has  had  the  most  help- 
ful cooperation  of  local  and  family  physicians  in  caring  for  students 
and  injured  employees.  A  total  of  460  letters  and  memoranda  have  been 
received  concerning  the  physical  condition  of  students  and  employees  who 
are  or  have  been  patients  of  these  doctors. 

hospita!;,I2;ation 

The  number  of  students  admitted  to  local  hospitals  during  the 
academic  year  was  ^,365«  Of  this  number,  ^^005  were  sent  to  the  hospital 
by  local  doctors,  and  36O  went  directly  from  the  Health  Service  Station. 
The  360  who  were  sent  to  the  hospitals  from  the  Health  Service  Station 
chose  ^8  different  doctors  to  attend  them* 

Sickness  insurance  was  available  to  all  students  during  IS^J'^kS 
to  cover  both  medical  and  hospital  care,  as  a  result  of  its  cost  being 
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made  a  regular  University  fee*  Students  have  taken  advantage  of  their 
insurance  to  have  considera"ble  remedial  and  corrective  surgery  done. 
This  action  has  removed  numerous  handicaps  and  increased  their  efficiency 
as  students  and  social  units, 
!•  The  Student  Body 

A«  McKinley  Hospital 

The  facilities  of  the  McKinley  Hospital  are  a  great  insurance 
for  the  student  "body,  A  total  of  3>^^5  students  were  admitted  to  the 
Hospital  for  11,^93  days,  an  average  of  3»13  days  per  patient. 

Of  all  the  students  hospitalized,  63.96  per  cent  were  admitted 
to  McKinley  Hospital  and  only  l6^0U  per  cent  to  other  hospitals. 
B.  Local  Hospitals 

There  were  kS   students  admitted  to  the  Mercy  Hospital  for  a 
total  of  196  days,  an  average  stay  of  U.Og;  to  the  Burnham  Hospital  IJO 
for  895  days,  or  5^26  days  per  student.  Students  who  enter  the  local 
hospitals  usually  do  so  for  surgical  treatment  and,  therefore,  remain 
longer  on  the  average  than  in  the  McKinley  Hospital. 
C»  Communicalile  Diseases 

From  Table  IX,  it  will  "be  seen  that  109  students  were  admitted 
to  the  McKinley  Hospital  for  communicalDle  disease  and  remained  for  a 
total  of  1,308  days  or  an  average  stay  of  12  days  per  patient.  Mumps 
caused  59-63  per  cent  of  the  cases  and  about  53 '^^  per  cent  of  the  hospi- 
tal days,.   CShickenpox  was  second  in  incidence  with  IS  cases  and  16S 
patient  days.  There  were  9  cases  of  measles  with  a  total  of  l6^  hospital 
days.
